Hot Stove Ma- 
honey went on record as against the Hum- 
phrey bills, Day before yesterday he was 
prancing about the Senate displaying his 
knowledge of parliamentary tactics, so the 
friends of the Humphrey bills could see he 
was up to snuff. Today he voted against 
tne bills. He did it because he is going 
to be a candidate for Circuit Judge in Cook 
County. He is a smart, bright young fel- 
iow, and he knew just as well as anybody 
else that a vote for the Humphrey bills 
would kill him deader than a smelt. 


Mahoney Ducks for a Judgeship. 


Joe Mahoney is a wise boy. He did his 
best to get the bills up to a third reading 
and then he ducked. He has a record, such 
as it is, of opposing them. Sid McCloud 
and Ed McConnell voted in the negative. 
Then came Payne, Pemberton, Putnam, 
‘Templeton, and Warder, making a total of 
sixteen. These are the men who had the 
hardihood and the manhood to stand up and 
fight for the right. They will have to suffer 
for it, too. The majority that supported 
the Humphrey bills will murder the meas- 
ures of the minority. Not one of them can 
get a bill through the General Assembly 
after this. The Humphrey bill crowd has 
it in for them and they have got to stand it. 
Their constituents might as well acquaint 
themselves with these facts. 

But it was all over in ajiffy. The brethren 
wanted to get through and have done with it. 
They passed the second Humphrey measure, 
and then they gave Capt. Sparks his naval 
bill. After this they adjourned as quick 
as they could and they got out of town. 
They won't be back here until Wednes- 
day of next week, and between this time and 
their return they may be told some unpleas- 
ant.things. But what do they care? Every 
man of them knows he is dead politically. 
They weighed their chances before they 
went in and are prepared to take the conse- 
quences that will surely come. 


Will Be a Fight in the House. 


The Humphrey bills were sent to the 


House and ordered printed and to a first 


reading. A fight is already organized in the 
2 them.

Benefits to Chicago. 

„ This is the first bill which ever came to 
this Legislature affecting the interests of 
Chicago where that great city receive l any 
substantial benefits for the granting of fran- 
chises. This is the most magnificent proposi- 
tion Knat ever reached the capital of this 
State in the way of compensation. I have 
carefully examined and computed some of 
the benefits which will arise to the people of 
Chicago from the passage of this measure. 
I assert here that under the increased gross 
earnings which the Senator from Hancock 
(Mr. Berry) has injected into this bill, with- 
in the period of fifty years, H the city con- 
tinues to develop as it has the last twenty- 
five years, there will be paid into the city 
treasury of Chicago for the benefit of that 
municipality more than $60,000,000. I ask 
you, in view of this magnificent endowment, 
whether the city is not receiving full consid- 
eration fo the extension of these charters. 
The sole benefit received by these companies 
is simply an extension of their charters for 
fifty years. All the great cities of Europe 
and of this country have granted fran- 
chises much more extensive in point of time 
and none of them has ever received such 
compensation for the grant. 

Attacks Chicago Council. 

„Now., another point is that this bill 
takes from the City Council of Chicago some 
of ite supposed vestéd rights. If there ever 
was an institution in this country, accord- 
ing to the universal statement of the peo- 
ple of Chicago, which needed to be restricted 
in its rights it is the City Council of Chicago. 
That institution has the worst reputation 
as a legislative body, not excepting the New 
York Council, of any similar institution in 
the world. It is a notorious fact, stated by 
the Chicago people, that it requires cold 
cash to obtain any sort of legislation from 
that body. If we are taking from the City 
Council of Chicago some of its rights the 
apology and the reason for it may be found 
in the fact that its reputation is that no 
man can get his rights there without pay- 
ing for them. If you Chicago gentlemen 
who pose this measure will reform your 
City Council and make it an honorable body 
and take from it its reputation for holding 
up and robbing every institution which 
comes to it for legislation there would be less 
excuse for the passage of this bill. 

I have said this much in explanation of 
my vote. I want to add that this bill com- 
mands my highest approval, and that, inde- 
pendent of any matter or thing whatever, I 
believe it is a measure in the interest of the 
whole people of that city, and I believe that 
if it is passed there will accrue to the treas- 
ury of the City of Chicago more money than 
will compensate for the naked extension of 
the right of these corporations to do busi- 
ness for fifty years. There is nothing in 
this measure to prevent that city from 
granting tomorrow to this Board of Com- 
missioners any number of charters foraddi- 
tional railroads, and my experience is that 
under the great law of competition, those 
roads will be built whenever the demands of 
traffic require their construction.“ 

Warder Voices the Opposition. 

Senator Warder then obtained the floor 
and said that he desired to explain his at- 
titude. 

“We are assuming a great responsibility,” 
he said, “ when we attempt to legislate for 
fifty years hence. When this bill was first 
introduced the compensation fer franchises 
was fixed at 3 per cent on the gross earn- 
ings. Mr. Yerkes himself appeared before 
this Senate and declared that 3 per cent 
would be a fair compensation, but this bill 
has been amended and the amendment gives 
the people a greater percentage of the gross 
earnings. The people interested in this bill 
are unduly anxious to accept this amend- 
ment. Now, by what infinite knowledge has 
my friend from Hancock (Berry) solved 
this problem? If 3 per cent were a just com- 
pensation, then the railroads have been 
unjust to themselves in accepting this 
amendment. If 3 per cent were not a just 
compensation, then the railroads clearly 
intended to rob the people of the difference 
in percentage. 

1 hold that this is not a proper subject 
for our legislation. The passage of this 
bill is dangerous. Why did not you stand by 
this bill originally as introduced when yeu 
were told that 3 per cent was a just compen- 
sation? The adoption of this amendment 
is proof that it was not. I concede that the 
Senator from Hancock (Berry) has as mucna 
ability as any man on the floor of this Sen- 
ate and I do not mean to insinuate, but it 
does seem to me that this is going too far 
when we attempt to forecast the future. 
These gentlemen were willing to rob tne 
people of what rightfully belonged to them 
until Senator Berry discovered it, and at- 
tempted to give the people justice for fifty 
years hence. 

People Are Opposed te It. 

„ Perhaps if all the people of Chicago 
wanted me to vote for this bill I Js lay 
aside any feeling against it and vote for the 
bill. But the people of Chicago do not want 
this measure: We will be in our graves 
wen the test of our action here this morn- 
ing will come fifty years hence. The mem- 
bers of the Civic Federation who have pro- 
tested against the passage of this bill are 
patriotic citizens of Chicago.”’ 

Scnator Littler then asked Senator War- 
der if the Cook County members, who are 
nearly all in favor of the bill, did not repre- 
sent the people of Chicago more closely 
than any other gentlemen who had ap- 
peared before the Senate in opposition to 
the bill. 

Senator Warder said that he was refer- 
ring to outsiders and not to the members 
of the Senate. Continuing he said: 

IJ am not willing to legislate in the same 
manner as Baltimore, Philadelphia, and 
other cities. Chicago is the peerless city of 
this country and I am willing to discount 
in advance her development. It is well to 
heed the voice of Chicago in this matter.” 

Senator Crawford then moved the previous 
question and the Clerk proceeded to call the 
roll. 

Bill Is Passed. 

The bill was passed by a vote of 29 yeas to

Tee Cowardly te Vete. 


Munroe and Sawyer also shirked. That is, 
they attempted to shirk responsibility to 
their constituents by refraining from going 
on record. It is claimed they were prepared 
to vote for the bills if their votes were 
needed. At any rate they made no effort to 
defeat them. 

Senator Crawford of Chicago led the fight 
for the bills. He was ably seconded by 
Dwyer, Morrison, Fitzpatrick, Littler, and 
Lundin. 

Lieut.-Gov. Northcott, who presided, ex- 
ercised his discretion in favor of the bills. 

The few men who honestly and vigorously 
opposed the measures were Senators Ward- 
er, Fort, McCloud, and Templeton. 

McCloud is the only Cook County man 
among them. . 

There is every reason to believe that the 
measures were passed by the use of corrupt 
means—most of those who voted for them 
doing so in consideration of a bribe received 
or promised. A few, however, were moved 
by other persuasions. Several have bills 
pending and were induced to vote with the 
gang by the promise of support for their 
bills later. 

From the best information to be had it is 
probable that the amount of money required 


to put the bille through the Senate was 


$200,000. Part of this sum, it appears, is 
placed in escrow in the hands of some mem- 
ber of the Senate to be distributed later. 
Part is contingent on the passage of the bills 
by the House and another part contingent 
on their being signed by Gov. Tanner. 


Trying to Cover Their Tracks. 


These are matters largely of speculation. 
Men who bribe Legislatures do their work 
well and cover their tracks with care. 

It is only in strictest confidence between 
themselves that members who profit by the 
corruption fund communicate the details. 

But there are rumors and hints and dis- 
closures which come out in spells of drunk- 
enness upon which it is safe to base charges 
of corruption and bribery. 

Aside from log-rolling motives, it is safe 
to say that not three members voting for 
these bills did so without expectation or 
promise of financial remuneration. 

It is the general understanding that $300,- 
000 remains to corrupt the House of Repre- 
sentatives. It is a larger body and will re- 
quire more money. 

President Northcott of the Senate an- 
nounced at the start that no member would 
be permitted to explain his vote without 
unanimous consent. He said this was the 
rule of the Senate. 

It is to be remarked, however, that the 
rule is never applied except on extraordinary 
occasions, When it is desired to apply gag 
law. 


HUMPHREY SHOUTS OUT HIS DESIRE. 


“I’m Lookin’ fer My Share of Boodle,” 
He Cries, “if It’s Around

TWO WOMEN MYSTERIOUSLY MURDERED 


Man Accompanying Them Is Also Shot 
and Accuses the Husband of One 
of the Victims. 


Sackett’s Harbor, N. Y., April 16.—One of 
the most horrible crimes ever committed in 
this village was perpetrated in the early 
hours tHis morning, but by whom is not 
known. 

By the crime Mrs. Wilber Crouch and Miss 
Mary Bailey lost their lives, and George 
Allen is near death. Last evening Allen en- 
gaged a rig of a liveryman here. He then 
went to the barracks of the Ninth Infantry 
and got Mrs. Wilber Crouch and Miss Mary 
Bailey, two domestics employed by Lieut. 
Anderson. They drove about the village and 
surrounding country nearly all night. Be- 
tween 3 and 4 o’clock this morning they were 
coming on the road leading from the vil- 
lage to Brownville, when, according to Al- 
len’s story, the husband of one of the 
women leaped from the roadside and began 
firing at the occupants of the carriage. All 
three were the recipients of the bullets. The 
horses became frightened and ran back to 
the livery barn, in the rear of the Everleigh 
House. One of the women was between the 
dashboard and the wheel, with her head 
hanging nearly on the ground. The other 
was lying on her side. The dlothing of both 
was badly torn. The dress of one of the 
women was burned along the arm, as also 
was her flesh, which makes it conclusive that 
the firing was done at short range, causing 
the clothing to become ignited. In the rig 
was found a six-chambered revolver with 
four loaded cartridges and two empty cham- 
bers. The revolver is the property of Allen. 
According to Allen's story he was thrown out 
of the buggy, but, shot and stabbed as he 
was, he crawled to the kitchen door of the 
quarters, but on his arrival there was unable 
to speak. 

Crouch was arrested. A knife was found 
in his pocket, but, no blood stairs were on it, 
nor was there anything about his appearance 
or about his actions to point toward his 
guilt. Crouch and his wife have not lived 
together for a long time.

woolens, gloves, and works of art. To shut 
out of * United States by quasi-prohib- 
itive tariffs the product of French industry 
and art will evidently havea contrary effect. 

“It is to be hoped this will not eventually 
be done. At the present time there are no 
differences between the two great republics. 

“Although France has no grounds for 
complaining of the diplomatic and consular 
representations of the United States, there 
is nevertheless reason for stating that she 
has been surprised at the attitude of certain 
American Consuls, One of them, admitted 
to exercise his functions in one of the great 
ports of France, seems quite recently to have 
undertaken the task of disparaging the pro- 
duct of French vineyards. Incorrect state- 
ments, denied after inquiry by competent 
authorities, have been reproduced in offi- 
elal reports by the agent in question and 
made public in administrative documents. 

„% Another agent who had also exercised 
the functions of Consul in one of the great 
towns of France spoke of French wines—in 
the course of a lecture delivered in the 
United Statesin the most unfavorable 
terms, the worst terms. Both these agents 
represented French: wines as watered, adul- 
terated, mixed with plaster of paris, and 
composed of all sorts of noxious ingredients. 
Cases such as these denote the deplorable 
tendencies and want of prudence of certain 
American agents.“ 

In reply to the question whether France 
would retaliate in case the tariff on French 
goods should be very much raised, M. Hano- 
taux said: 

The answer to that is that France prefers 
to believe that Congress will examine the 
question with complete impartiality, and 
that it will pronounce in the broadest spirit 
of good will and justice upon any proposals. 
to charge high duties on French imports.” 

In answer to a question as to what codp- 
eration France would give to bring about an 
international bimetallic conference N. 
Hanotaux said: 

The codperation which France could give 
the United States in the assembling of a 
monetary conference would naturally de- 
pend upon the state of the relations between 
the two countries. As regards bimetallism 
itself, opinion in France seems uncertain and 
very much divided.” 


SPANISH TROOPS EVACUATING CUBA, 


Under a Thinly Veiled Disguise Spain 
Gives Up Cuba—Junta Plans to 
Ead the War. 


New York, April 16.—[Special.]—A special

Boat Catches Fire, but the Captain Re- 
mains in the Pilot House Steering 
for the Shore Till the Flames Curl 
Around Hin- We've Got to Beach 
This Boat,” He Said—Crew Is Saved 
and Captain, Too, Though Badly 
Burned. 


New York, April 16.—{Special.}—Capt. D. 
P. McKillop has no tugboat, and his eye- 
brows are gone, but he isa hero. His cool- 
ness and bravery saved the lives of the crew 
of five of the tugboat Bronx. He staid in 
the pilot house until the flames were curling, 
about his legs, and then, before he leaped, 
out, lashed the pilot wheel. It was a des- 
perately close race between life and death. 

When the Bronx struck Barretos Point, 
early this morning, the crew were dragging 
in the water, holding on to the bumpers ” 
and the rail, so fierce was the heat. The 
boat was beached, but only a worthless hulk 
remains. It was valued at $6,000, and be 
longed to the West Farms, Flushing and 
East River Towing company. 

The Bronx was out in the Sound a mile 
and a half when Capt. McKillop, who was 
at the wheel, heard some one from below cry, 
Fire!“ Then a flame shot up from the 
hatchway. 

A moment later the white-faced crew ap- 
peared on deck. They were rattied, and En- 
gineer White had turned off the steam, but 
the Captain angrily ordered him to turn on 
the steam full head. We've got to beach 
this boat, and beach it we will. That's our 
only chance. I'm pointing it straight in for 
the shore.“ 

The engineer obeyed the order and swiftly 
the Bronx plowed through the water, but its 
very speed fanned the flames higher. The 
crew tried to launch the tender, but lost it. 
There was nothing left to do then but to stay 
by the boat. The flames spread; it got too 
hot on the decks. The crew, all except the 
Captain, dropped off in the water, holding 
on with their hands. 

A half-mile from shore it got too hot for the 
Captain. He lashed the wheel and climbed 
down and got into the water, too, just before 
the tug struck on the rocks at Baretos 
Point. The five men let go and joyfully 
waded to the shore. 


AMERICAN GIRL REFUSES A PRINCE. 


Miss Jane Campbell of New York 
Breaks Her Eugagement with an 
Italian Noble. 


New York, April 16.—{Special.}—What 
some foreigners would consider impossible 
has happened. An American girl with a 
chance to marry a Prince has thrown it 
over. Incidentally she has thrown over the 
Prince. Miss Jane Campbell of this city 
and Prince Carlo Bourbon Del Monte Santa 
Maria di Faustino, Rome, Italy, will not be 
married. Their engagement has been ab- 
ruptly terminated by Miss Campbell. This 
announcement was made by a member of her 
family who received a cable message today. 

There are various reasons assigned for the 
unexpected end of the engagement. One 
reason gives the ill-health of the Prince as 
the cause. Another excuse is that Miss 
Campbell decided she would make a big 
mistake in wedding the titled Italian. It is 
even hinted in whiepers that the young 
nobleman did not offer serious objections to 
remaining a bachelor just at this time. 

The engagement of the Prince and Miss 
Campbell was only made public a month ago. 
The marriage ceremony was to have taken 
place during the Easter holidays in great 
etyle at the Palazzo Bonaparte, the magnifi- 
cent residence of Mme. de Westenberg, in 
Rome. She is the wife of the Ambassador 
from the Netheriands to Italy and is also 
the aunt of Miss Campbell. 

Miss Jane Campbell, who will not become 
a Princess, is the daughter of Mrs. George 
Campbell, who spends most of her time 
abroad, and a cousin of H. Alsop Borrowe, 
who recently became the husband of Miss 
Anna Corbin. 


GERMAN BARON ESCAPES CREDITORS. 


Franz von Erlanger, Whose Wife 
Played in “Orange Blossoms,” Dis- 
appears from Hoboken. 


New York, April 16.—[Special.}—Baron 
Franz von Erlanger, only son of William 
Erlanger, a multi-millionaire of Germany, 
whose castle is at Blenheim, has fled from 
Hoboken. With him was his wife, known on 
the stage as Nina Diva, who did the much- 
discussed disrobing act in Orange Blos- 
soms."’ Creditors are besieging the Baron’s 
late abiding place, a three-story brown-stone 
house in Hoboken, but the only one left to 
fight them off its Mrs. Schultz, the house- 
keeper. 

The house was sumptuously furnished, al-

New York, April 16.—{Speéial.}—John Ber- 
gen of Brooklyn was a witness before the 
legislative committee investigating trusts 
March 6 Henry Havemeyer, President of 
the sugar trust, heard Bergen's testimony, 
and, it is alleged, said so loudly that many 
heard him: “That man is a bigger liar 
than he looks.”’

COTTON MILLS FORCED TO ASSIGN. 


Over Two Millions in Notes Issued, of 
Which No Account Appears on 
the Books. 


New Bedford, Mass., April 16.—[Special. }— 
At today’s meeting of the creditors of the 
Columbia and Bennett corporations, count- 
ed. among the principal cotton manufactur- 
ing concerns in New England, revelations 
were made which have thrown the city into 
excitement. The showing, as reported by 
the experts who have been examining the 
books of the two corporations, was far 
worse than even the most gloomy anticipa- 
tions had pictured, and the result is that 
the losses to several men prominent in New 
Bedford's financial circles will nearly com- 
plete their ruin. 

It was disclosed that $2,400,000 in notes 
of the two concerns had been issued, of 
which no account has appeared in the re- 
turns submitted to the State by the corpo- 
rations. Upon learning this, and that more 
than $100,000 had been charged to the ac- 
count of the plant when it should have ap- 
peared as profit and loss, thereby showing 
a surplus instead of a deficit, it was voted 
to place both corporations into the hands 
of receivers. 

It also appears that notes of the Lam- 
beth Rope company to the amount of $40,000 
have long been carried. Further than this, 
the Columbia company, it is feared, is so 
Geeply involved as to make the future of 
the corporation well-nigh hopeless. Includ- 
ed in its indebtedness are notes held by the 
Bennett mills of an amount in excess of half 
a million dollars. 

The bookkeeping of both concerns is found 
to be faulty and misleading, the account of 
the plant being a sort of catch-all for trou- 
blesome balances, which have gone on in- 
creasing until they amount to more than 
a hundred thousand dollars, very little, if 
any, of which, in the opinion of the expert, 
should have been passed to that account, 
but ought by all dictates of prudence have 
been charged to profit arid loss. The result 
is that the mills have ostensibly been mak- 
ing money when the true facts may be, and 
probably are, seriously different. 

On all sides there is a deep feeling of sym- 
pathy for the unfortunate investors, which 
is not unmixed with a strong feeling of con- 
demnation of the methods of Frank R. Had- 
ley, who had up to within a week the man- 
agement of both corporations. 


COMMITTEE TO INVESTIGATE DEFICIT. 


Speaker Curtis Appoints Five Repub- 
licans, Two Democrats, and 
One Populist. 


Springfield, III., April 16.—[{Special.]—In 
the House Speaker Curtis announced the 
appointment of the following special com- 
mittee to investigate the cause of the Treas- 
ury deficit, and also the management of the 
State institutions: Anderson, Chairman; 
Allen of Vermilion, Sherman, Cochran, and 
Booth, Republicans; Compton and Barrick- 
low, Democrats; and Blood, Populist. Mr. 
Blood was put on the committee on Mr. 
Selby’s motion. 

Chairman Anderson of the special com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the causes 
of the deficit in the revenue and the man- 
agement of the State institutions announced 
that the committee would begin work at 
once. Its first meeting will be held at the 
Sherman House, Chicago, at 9 o'clock next 
Monday morning. It is to begin 
the work by a thorough investigation of the 
Grain Inspection Department of the Rail- 
road and Warehouse Commission, This, it 
is expected, will consume some time. It is 
not yet decided what will be next under- 
taken. 

We will not attempt investigation of the 
University of Lllinois misappropriation,” 
said Chairman Anderson. The Senate 
has already appointed a committee to attend 
to that, and we will confine our inquiry to 
the other institutions.“ 

Mr. Merriam's bill repealing the act of 
1898 requiring the custodians of public funds 
to loan the same, and authorizing them to 
retain a portion of the interest thereon, was 
advanced to third reading. 

Both Houses adjourned till Wednesday.

out last night the F. & P. M. steamer No. 4 
left here for Ludingtcn, but after trying for 
hours to bear up against the terrific sea and 
high wind Capt. Russell put about and suc- 
ceeded in getting back this afternoon. 

He said tonight: This was the most se- 
vere storm on the east shore which I have 
experienced in a long timer After Wi had 
been out for about five hours the wind blew 
up a living gale from the northeast. A se- 
vere snow-storm also set in. We faced the 
wind for a time, but found the sea aleng 
the east shore so bad that it was impossi- 
ble to do anything but turn back. The 
storm was a complete surprise. It was fair 
when we went out, and according to the 
weather man it would continue 80.“ 

The F. and P. M. steamer No. 8, which 
left Ludington for this port at midnight last 
night, arrived here tonight. It was twenty 
hours making the trip. Capt. Thompson 
of this steamer reports that a bad gale swept 
the lake all of last night and @day. He 
does not think, however, that it was so bad 
that the Woods would not be able to weather 
it. He believes that when the gale struck 
Capt. Plummer he was well out in the lake 
and that he put about and will bring up in 
safety at some port tonight. 


At the offices of the Graham & Morton line 
last night no tidings of the missing steamer 
Frank Woods had been received. Inquiries 
by long-distance telephone at Milwaukee 
brought forth no information. The agent 
of the line there had received word that the 
Woods was safe in shelter in Chicago, and 
was much surprised to learn that such was 
not the case. The lookouvts at the Life- 
Saving Station reported that it had not 
moored in any of the slips at the foot of 
Randolph street, nor tied up in the river near 
the mouth. 

Telegraphic. inquiries to Racine and 
Kenosha brought no news from the Woods. 
Waukegan and South Chicago are the only 
other ports on the west shore of Lake Mich- 
igan south of Milwaukee, and the former 
was out of the question on account of the 
shoal water in the harbor. The heavy sea 
rendered the entrance to South Chicago im- 
possible, even if inquiries along the Calumet 
had not proven that the steamer had not 
taken refuge there. Marine men were of the 
opinion that the machinery had become dis- 
abled while the boat was in midiake, and 
that it was helplessly rolling around out of 
sight of land. 

The northwest gale which raged yesterday, 
while not exceptionally. severe in the veloc- 
ity of the wind, kicked up a big sea, and made 
navigation somewhat dangerous. But the 
course of the Woods lay right before the 
storm, and had it not met with some accident 
to machinery t should have reached its des- 
tination shortly after daylight yesterday. 

Kenosha, Wis., April 16.—[{Special.}—The 
three-masted schooner Contest went ashore 
here today just south of the government 
piers, Capt. E. B. Anderson, with a crew 
of three men, aboard. A heavy sea was 
raging at the time, and all efforts to get a 
tow to the schooner in time to keep it off 
the beach were useless. The vessel is loaded 
with lumber and was bound for Racine, but 
the heavy winds blew it off to the south, 
and the attempt was madę to make this port. 
The life-saving crew rescued the men from 
the vessel about an hour after it went 
ashore. Should the wind and waves keep 
up through the night the vessel will most 
likely go to pieces. The deckload of lumber 
is being washed off, and the vessel has filled 
with water and settled down so that at 3 
o’clock it is not rolling much. 


DR. WILLIAM DOEPP Is NO WORE. 


Pioneer Physician of Southern Cook 
County Passes Away of Pneumonia 
at Homewood. 


Dr. William Doepp, who died of pneumonia 
at Homewood, III., yesterday, was one of the 
pioneer physicians of Cook County and had 
a wide acquaintance, particularly in the 
towns in the south end of the division of II- 
linois.

Steamer Inter Ocean and Its Tow, the 
Schooner Winslow, Get In Out of 
Danger—Tug Fischer, with Its Fer- 
ry Barges; Anchors: Behind the 
Breakwater—Lamber Craft Dall 
and Mueller Seud Before the Wind- 
Fickle Conditions of Weather. 


The northwest gale, accompanied by driv- 
ing snow, which sprang up early yesterday 
morning, caught a large number of the Chi- 
cago grain fleet, which left on Thursday, on 
Lake Michigan. The steamer Inter Ocean 
And ite tow, the schooner Richard Winslow, 
which left on Thureday night, were caught 
by the storm eouth of Milwaukee, and so 
heavy was the sea raised they were forced 
to turn back and seek shelter. The Winslow 
anchored under the breakwater and the 
Inter Ocean came into the river. 

The big tug Fischer, towing two car ferry 
barges of the Lake Michigan Car Ferry line, 
came up the lake yesterday afternoon, bound 
for South Chicago. sea was running too 
high to attempt the entrance to the Calumet 
River, and the barges also anchored under 
the breakwater. 


‘Schooners Seud for Shelter. 
The schooners Annie Dall and Minnie 
Mueller came in with cargoes of lumber, 
running before the gale, but reported no 


loss of deckloads.

‘The highest point reached by the 
mercury was 36°, and the coldest was but 3° 
from that point. 

While people shivered in Chicago, out in 
Helena, Mont., they were fanning them- 
selves with the mercury at 70°, and at Bis- 
marck, where the mercury hardly has had 
time to climb back from the bottom of the 
thermometer bulb, it was 62° warm. At 
Winnipeg it was 16° warmer than at Chi-

Make the City Attractive. 


: Henry D. Estabrook spoke in part as fol- 
ows: 

Why should our wealthy citizens squan- 
der their substance in riotous living off 
there at Newport, and Paris, and New York, 
and such outposts of Sheol, instead of here at 
home where we could all get a whack at 
them? As a matter of financiering it would 
pay to make Chicago so attractive that all 
the world would come here to spend its va- 
cations, and, incidentally, its surplus capital.

Murder of the Elder Prescott. 

The crime known as the “ bath-house” 
murder, the killing of the elder Prescott, is 
remembered by many.

Desplaines street. It occurred in 1852, when 
the then Police Inspector, John Bonfield, 
was in his prime as a thief catcher on the 
West Side. 

Dr. Prescott had lived many years in the 
neighborhood, had built the tenement which 
bears his name, and was one of the wealthi- 
est as well as most eccentric men on the 
West Side. 

One evening in the fall of the year the 
son, who yesterday attempted to take his 
own life, left the house at 7:30 o’clock in the 
evening to attend the theater.

The son returned to the house a few min- 
utes before midnight and discovered his fa- 
ther dead on the floor of the basement near 
the bathrooms. The body had been fright- 
fully mutilated, the head being pounded al- 
most to a pulp, a heavy iron bar in all prob- 
ability being the weapon used by the mur- 
derer. 

The motive for the crime was as remote 
from solution as the identity of the guilty 
ones. No evidence was found to implicate 
any one at the time and the crime remains 
a mystery. 


ASK INJUNCTION ON TOWN OFFICERS. 


Citizens of Lake File a Bill to Keep 
Salary Payments Within 
the Law. 


Rodney Laferty and John Wall, citizens of 
the Town of Lake, flled a bill in the Circuit 
Court yesterday seeking to restrain the 
Town Supervisor and Clerk from paying or 
ordering paki to the township officers any 
compensation other than provided by law. 

The complainants say that on April 6 the 
annual town meeting made an appropriation 
for conducting the town offices amounting 
to $45,000. The specified amounts for salaries 
appropriated were: Collector, $5,000; As- 
sessor, $5,000; Clerk, $2,000; Supervisor, 


The complainants contend that the town- 
ship meeting-had no power vested in it to 
fix salaries, and that the Hoard of Audit, if ft 
pay out salaries now, will do so in violation 
of the law. The compensation as fixed by 
law, according to the bill is: Supervisor, 
$2.50 a day when attending to town business 
out of the town, and $1.50 a day when at- 
tending to town business in the town; Clerk, 
fees; Collector, 2 per cent on all moneyscol- 
lected by him; Assessor, $1,200 a year.

ogy, both Greek and Roman; geography, 
with numerous maps and diagrams; history, 
covering «the principal political events of 

ek and Roman antiquity; literature, in- 
uding numerous articles by American and 
foreign experts, with a special effort to trace 
the effects of ancient literature upon the lit- 
erature of modern times; antiquities, includ- 
ing public and private life, military, rehg- 
lous and legal antiquities, music, philosophy, 
science, and aphy; language, with spe- 
celal. articles on Grimm’s and Verner’s laws, 
profiunclation, dialecta, and grammar: bib- 
i phy, brought down to the latest in- 
ions; and, last but not least, iliustra- 

tions.

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The author of The Master-Beggars " has 
chosen his characters from among the fol- 
lowers of William of Orange, who came to 
be universally known by the appellation of 
* Gueux ” or Beggars.“ 

Any one who has read Motley’s “ Rise of 
the Dutch Republic’ will realize in an in- 
stant what fine materials for a historical 
novel may be found in that stirring and 
heroic struggle for liberty. Perhaps it is 
the remembrance of the thrill of Motley's 
pages that causes the sense of disappoint- 
me one feels in perusing Mr. Cornford's 
book. Cértainly the novelist falls tu stir 
the pulses as does the historian. His story 
has enough life and go in it to carry the 
reader through to the end, but its incidents 
and climax fall far short of greatness. It is 
another instance in which the materials 
have overshadowed the author. 

The central figure is the young monk, 
D’Orchimont, who joins the Beggars after 
they have looted his monastery, and who 
becomes a membér of the roving band, whose 
leader is called the Wild Cat. D’Orchimont’s 
suddenly-conceived love for the Countess 
Jacqueline gives the motive of the story. 
The young Mistress Jacqueline has been 
seized by the Beggars for the sake of a ran- 
som, but is captured by the Spaniards, thus 
giving the hero a chance to spy in the camp 
of the enemy and encounter sundry perils. 
His final imprisonment and his delivery by 
means of the shekels of a powerful and 
beneficent Jew insure a happy romantic end- 
ing, but at the cost of a serious anti-climax. 

Mr. Cornford is evidently something of a 
novice at novel writing. He has studied his 
historical materials well, and gives an ex- 
cellent description of the bloody and dis- 
jointed times. But description will not make 
@ novel—especially not a romantic novel. 
The author has failed to create any charac- 
ters that are real enough to elicit sympa- 
thy. The whole interest of the story, there- 
fore, falls back upon its incidents, and these 
are comparatively tame and often unreal. 
D’Orchimont, though always in sight, does 
scarcely anything. For a romantic hero he 
strikes us as something of a shirk, and we 
doubt if the spirited Mistress Jacqueline 
was really so anxious to have him for a hus- 
band. 

However, justice must be done to the au- 
thor by admiiting that he has evidently 
realized in his own mind much of the thrill- 
ing action which he falls to infuse into his 


‘characters. Thus we find in his description 


of the battle of the Holy Lion this statement 
— what D’Orchimont felt at the end of the 
ay: 

His brain whirled with the fever of conflict, 
mechanically reproducing the day’s incidents be- 
fore his eyes in a revolving cycle of vivid images, 
so that he saw again the moving wave of dark 
faces with shining eyeballs and teeth, twitching 
horribly, the olly streaks churning with green 
weed and black water. He felt in 
jar of steel against steel, the grisly shear of steel 
through muscle and bone, and there rang in his 
ears the scream of horses and the din of cries ahd 
the indescribable noises of the wounded. 

In view of the author's very apparent anti- 
Catholic sympathies and of the few heroic 
things that the hero accomplishes, it would 
probably have been an improvement if he 
had put the whole story into the mouth of 
the renegade monk. But the great novel of 
the Dutch struggle for religious freedom will 
not be written in the romantic knight-errant 
style at all. It will be a genuine historica; 
novel, with some great scene like the siege 
of Leyden for its culmination.

Silas Farmer has brought together little scraps 
from the life histories of any number of dis- 
tinguished men regarding the dominant faith of 
civilization and published a volume containing 
them under the title, Champions of Christian- 
ity "’ (Eaton & Mains). The book lends itself to 
no particular phase of Christian thought and is 
carefully and intelligently compiled. 


Houghton, Mifflin & Co. have added to their 
plain but serviceable Riverside Literature Series 
four valuable numbers: Carlyle's Essay on 
Burns,“ edited by George R. Noyes; Shakspeare’s 
** Macbeth,“ edited by Helen Gray Cone; the 
German Household Tales ot the Grimm broth- 
ers; and Bunyan's Pilgrim’s Progress, with 
notes, and introduced by William Vatghn Moody. 
Stone & Kimball's College Year Bock, com- 
plied and edited by Bdwin Emerson Jr., is a useful 
and comprehensive volume, giving in suecinct 
form a history of America's leading educational 
institutions with matter added bearing upon col- 
lege societies, *‘ yells,’’ and athletics. It is a 
thing for Chicago to congratulate itself upon that 
over 8,000 students, according to this work, are 
enrolled in the various universities and technical 
chools within the radius of its immediate in- 
fluence. 

The Scribners have done well to publish a hand- 
some revised edition of Sidney Lanier’s chief 
prose work, The English Novel: A Study in 
the Development of Personality.“ It will de re- 
membered that this thoughtful work of the South- 
ern poet was originally delivered as a course of 
lectures at Johns Hopkins in 1881. The breadth 
of view and the subtlety of analysis, especially 
as regards George Eliot's novels, displayed by 
Mr. Lanier in this work recalls anew the sense 
of loss at the untimely extinguishing of so noble 
an intellect. 


What E. Wadham meant when he gave his 
“English Versification’’ (Longmans, Green & 
Co.) its pretentious subtitle, 4 Complete 
Practical Guide to the Whole Subject,’’ is past 
comprehension. All that is worthy in the book is 
taken boldly and without credit from the re- 
searches of Prof. Mayor and others, the writer's 
contributions beifg limited to an impossible knaly- 
sis of verse forms and the invention of a new 
and coarse nomenclature, and the guiding part 
is wholly omitted, owing to his absurd and unre- 
strained prejudices. Add to that the suppres- 
sion of entire schools of poets whose works do not 
fit in with Wadham's theories and the absurdity 
is complete. 

The tragedy of Zenobia,“ written by W. D. 
Coxey and published for him in this city, Is an 
ambitious and praiseworthy attempt to construct 
a drama out of the materials furnished by classical 
Athens. The plot is new and interesting and the 
handling shows a considerable knowledge of 
histrionic requirements. It would have been bet- 
ter to have evolved a more closely knit structure 
of rhythm for the dramatic narrative or not to 
have written it in metrical form at all. The 
work is prefaced by an apology for anachronisms, 
which is not in the least necessary, and we sug- 
gest that the author make himself quite sure 
what he is apologizing for. While it is hardly 
to be expected that the play in us present form 
will ever be seen upon the stage, it is clearly 
possible that it may contain a germ from which 
a tragedy of the first importance may spring.

RUSSIA WILL STICK T0 GOLD MONEY. 


Britain, Austria, and Germany Are 
Expected to Block the Scheme of 
International Bimetallism. 


London, April 15, 4 A. M.—A Paris cor- 
respondent says he has had an interview 
with the financial delegate of the Russian 
Government regarding the American bi- 
metallia commission. 

The delegate asserted positively that M. 
de Witte’s financial policy is now definitely 
accepted by Russia, which is irrevocabiy 
committed to the gold standard. 

In his opinion Great Britain, Austria, and 
Germapy would piace insuperable difficulties 
in the way of the adoption of international 
bimetallism. 

[The Russian Government has already ac- 
cumulated several hundred millions of dol- 
lars in gold in preparation for resuming 
specie’ payments in gold. The Russians 
scorn and scout the Bryan scheme to es- 
tablish silver monometallism by adopting 
16 to 1 as the coinage ratio when the com- 
mercial ratio requires 32 to 1.) 


Paper-Making Machine Sent to Japan. 
Beloit, Wis., April 15.—The Beloit iron 
works completed yesterday the shipment 
of a large papermaking machine for Japan. 
The machine is intended for the Yokkaichi 
Paper company of Yokkaichi Ise, Japan, 
where it will be set up by some skilled Japs 
and used in the print-paper trade with 
Australia. The building of this machine is 
interesting in illustration of the wa in 
which American manufacturers share in the 
foreign trade of other countries. Taking 
into accounf the machines which are al- 
ready in Javan and those which are cither 
building or on their way thither there are 
some nine or ten of American make to be 
employed scon in Japan.

The 
temporary decrease in exports and large in- 
crease in imports at New York—20.8 per 
cent for the month—caused questions about 
the financial future which have not much 
influence as yet. The increase in imporis— 
$9,900,000, or over 15 per cent from last year, 
and $17,100,000, or 28.9 per cent from Febru- 
ary—if long continued, may embarrass some 
branche’ of business, but cam hardly ex- 
haust balances remaining from the unprec- 
edented excess of merchandise exports— 
$323,381,519 in nine months ending with 


March. 
Wheat Responds to War News. 


The wheat market, after its decline of 
cents last week, was prepared to rise 
with prospects of European war and in- 
creased purchases for export, and has risen 
4.37 cents since last Friday. Exports for 
the week are very small, and for two weeks 
but little greater than last year, while corn 
exports continue over three times last year's, 
and for two weeks 6,032,015 bu against 1,- 
963,198 last year, the price advancing less 
than 1 cent. Western receipts of wheat are 
larger for the week, and for two weeks as 
large as last year, and the government re- 
ports indicate a considerably, larger yield 
than that of 1896, which has sufficed to 
meet an extraordinary demand. 

Cotton has scarcely changed during the 
week of unprecedented floods, though this 
year’s crop will be materially diminished 
unless water soon subsides. But there are 
numerous indications that in other parts of 
the South a large acreage is being planted. 


In the Iron Market. 


The output of pig iron increases, though 
fifteen furnaces stopped in March as others 
with larger capacity started, and the weckly 
production April 1 was 173,279 tons, against 
169,086 last year. While 20 per cent below 
the greatest ever known, the output is 52 
per cent larger than Oct. 1, and stocks un- 
sold increased scarcely any, though the larg- 
est on record. The demand for nails and 
wire continues heavy, and in spite of large 
transactions in the past in structural work 
and rails is still fair, while there is much 
doing in machinery for export to Russia, 
Japan, and South Africa. But bars and 
most other finished products are in narrow 
demand, and Bessemer pig is lower, at $9.90 
or less at Pittsburg, with gray forge $8.60 
there, and only $5.75 at Birmingham. Delay 
in making contracts for Lake Erie retards 
demand for products, but hard ore has begun 
to sell at $2.40 for Chapin. Tinplatemakers 
have agreed upon $3.50 for full weight Besse- 
mer, against $3.90 for foreign. Lead is un- 
changed at 3.35 cents and copper at 11% 
cents. 

The great sale of 19,000 pieces of cotton 
goods was considered satisfactory, as prices 
averaged but 5 to 8 per cent below the cur- 
rent market, and a better general demand 
is expected. Print cloths sell slowly with- 
out change. 

Woolen mills are doing a little more, 
though much machinery is idle and there 
is scarcely any buying of qualities recently 
advanced. Speculation in wool turns large- 
ly to foreign, and imports of 45,114 bales 
te last week 15,246 the previous week at 
Boston alone have not prevented higher 
quotations for the better grades of do- 
mestic. Sales at the three chief markets 
were 0,606,000 pounds. 

Failures for the week have been 207 in the 
United States, against 222 last year, and 
20 in Canada, against 36 last year. 


STOCK MARKET 18 NOW STAGNANT. 


— 
Interest the Past Week Dependent 
Entirely Upon Professional Manip- 
ulation in Sugar and Chicago Gas. 


New York, April 16.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say of the week’s business on the 
Stock Exchange: 

Interest in the market for the last week 
has depended entirely on professional manip- 
ulation in a few stocks, principally in Amer- 
ican Sugar and Chicago Gas. Two impor- 
tant occurrences—the announcement of the 
New York Central refunding plan and the 
closing of the deal by which the Morgan 
interests assume control of the Lehigh Vai- 
ley—Stimulated the market temporarily, but 
had no permanent effect. 

Public interest is at a standstill, and one 
disadvantageous circumstance which the 
speculation had to contend with was the 
renewed bearishness of London, resulting 
in heavy selling from that quarter at the 
end of the week. This was partly due to 
the nervousness of operators in the foreign 
markets in view of the extended Easter 
holiday recess which is taken there and to 
the renewed feeling of apprehension about 
the Eastern situation. The weakness of 
Kaffir mining stocks and reports that prom- 
went operators in that fieid have become 
involved also influenced London and in- 
directly had a bad effect here. 

Commission brokers are idle, and transac- 
tions for the most part represent the activity 
of board-room traders or of a few leading 
manipulators. The market closed weak on 
Thursday evening. preparatory to the cus- 
tomary Good Friday recess of the Stock 
Exchange, with London, as already de- 
scribed, a considerable seller. 

New York Central was strong early in the 
week on the expectation of the refunding 
plan. 

The other Vanderbilt stocks were compara- 
tively quiet but firm. One of the featurcs 
of the week was the heavy selling of New 
Reading common, the price of which dropped 
from 20 to 17%. It was understood that 
long stock came out, and that holders who 
acquired the new shares in exchange for the 
old preference income bonds are generally 
disposed to liquidate. It was noticeabie that 
the new Reading preferred stocks were com- 
paratively firm. Jersey has been much less 
of a speculative feature. Support appeared 
in all the coal stocks concurrently with the 
announcement that the papers transferring 
control of the Lehigh Valley to the Messrs. 
Drexel & Co. had been executed, and that 
Mr. Morgan its expected to place a new Le- 
hich Valley loan in London. 

Chicago Gas was extremely active. It was 
supported by the inside party and advanced 
to 88% on intimations that the law per- 
mitting the companies to consolidate is cer- 
tain to pass the Illinois Legislature. This 
was followed by a decided bear raid, based 
on the introduction of a measure to reduce 
the price of gas consumed by the munic- 
inality of Chicago to 60 cents per 1,000 feet. 
The general impression created by this was 
that it had some connection with specula- 
tive manipulation, and, after the stock had 
sold down to 81% on it, renewed inside sup- 
port appeared, carrying it back to 84%. 
Sugar was the other leading feature of the 
week. Its position and that of the inside 
party has been very uncertain, and fhe 
course of the stock correspondingly erratic. 
The other industrials were not active.

EXPORT DUTY ON CANADIAN LUMBER. 


Our Neighbors Want Reciprocity or 
Tax on Logs Shipped to This 
Country. 


Toronto, April 16.—New York Sun: The 
feeling in favor of either securing some 
reciprocity for Canada in the lumber busi- 
ness or of placing an export duty on logs, 
so as to compel Americans to manufacture 
the lumber here, instead of towing the logs 
to the United States,.is growing. E. H. 
Rathbun, one of the largest Canadian lum- 
ber manufacturers, was here today, and says 
Canada should place an export duty of $1 
per thousand upon Canada lumber. He says 
that in seven years the American pine for- 
ests will be wiped out. In seven years Amer- 
ica will be dependent on Canada for pine 
end for their pulp wood. The Americans are 
buying up our timber limits because Cana- 
dians cannot compete with them, as they 
have a protection from competition in the 
lvmber market. They have no interest in 
our timber districts further than clearing 
them of the timber.

INDIANAPOLIS STREET CAR PRESI- 
DENT IS INDICTED. 


— — — — 


Grand Jury Acts Front and the 
Officials of the Road Decide to Ac- 
cept the Three-Cent Fares When 
Offered—Mayor and Police Take a 
Hand—Ricting Takes Place Again 
and Many Fights Between Citizens 
‘and Empioyes Occur. 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 16.— [Special. 
Everybody in Indianapolis is riding on the 
street cars tonight for three cents, and the 
Citizens’ company, which flagrantly violat- 
ed the new law all day yesterday and most 
of today hag retired to its hole with a bi 
eye and very groggy. In addition its offi- 
cers and employés have been indicted and 
arrested under that section of the new law 
prescribing a fine of from $50 to $500 for 
every time a five-cent fare is collected after 
the law went into effect. 

A special session of the grand jury was 
called for this morning, with ex-Chief of 
Police Powell as foreman, and it was found 
that every member of the grand jury had 
witnessed violations of the law, Foreman 
Powell having been present at one time 
during a riot caused by the company's em- 
ployés attempting to eviet a passenger. 
Several cars were partly demolished in this 
fashion today. 

Indictments have been returned against 
President A. L. Mason, Supt, Miller Elliott, 
and a dozen conductors and other road or- 
ficers. Mason and Elliott were arrested late 
this afternoon, and gave bond in $200 on 
each case, and the others indicted will be 
arrested as soon as they can be found. 

The street car company does a business of 
150,000 fares, and, allowing for the lowest 
fine of $50 in each case in which they vio- 
lated the law, said to be at least 100,000 yes- 
terday and today, the total sum of the fines 
for their experiment in anarchy would cost 
the company $5,000,000, enough to bankrupt 
the road twiceover. This does not count the 
$100 damages, with costs, which every one 
who paid five cents may collect by civil 
procedure. 

It is learned tonight that President Mason 
did not proceed on his own authority in defy- 
ing the new law, but had his orders from, 
Verner and McKee of Pittsburg, the con- 
trolling directors of the road, which they 
purchased from Samuel W. Allerton of Chi- 
cago three years ago. It is also learned 
that the company stubbornly acted against 
the advice of Gen. Harrison and its other 
attorneys, who took the ground that the 
law must be obeyed until it should be de- 
clared void. 

Feeling Grows in Intensity. 


The continued policy of the street car 
company to defy the three cent fare law re- 
sulted in more serious riots today than any 
which occurred yesterday. Conductors be- 

an their tactics of ejecting passengers 
for refusing to pay five cents with the first 
cars out of the barns this morning. Work- 
ingmen were soon browbeaten into being 
neld up for five cent fares, but by 8 o’clock, 
when business-men took the cars, the in- 
terruption of the car service became more 
frequent and serious. 

The failure of the police yesterday to take 
any hand in forcing the company to comply 
with the law gave the street car officials 
more confidence, and instead of holding 
their cars and blockading the service, as 
was done last night, the conductors, motor- 
men, and road officials, who accompanied 
the cars, went after @very passenger who 
offered three cents and roughly ejected 
bim. If a man’s coat were ripped up the 
back or a derby hat was trampled under 
foot it was counted of no more moment than 
when a drunken citizen gets the worst of 
it in an encounter with a policeman. 

Such incidents soon aroused the wrath 
of citizens generally and it was not .ong 
until other passengers in the cars found 
their American blood at the boiling point 
and began to assist passengers in their 
struggles with the company’s employés. 
Whenever a car stopped people along the 
street knew a fight was on, and soon a mob 
of several hundred would collect. Outsiders 
who attempted to enter to help passengers 
retain their seats had rough and tumble 
fights on the platform with road officials. 

Har rison Argues for the Road. 

While these scenes were being enacted 
throughout the city ex-President Harrison 
was the center of attraction im the crowded 
Federal court-room, arguing before Judge 
Showalter for an injunction against the en- 
forcement of the law. No mention was made 
of the exciting incidents going on over the 
city. Gen. Harrison’s argument on behalf 
of the company is generally commented on 
by lawyers tonight as one of the weakest 
that a constitutional lawyer ever made. 
When he had finished Judge Showalter an- 
nounced that he would take a little time to 
consider the matter and would remain in 
Indianapolis until he could give his de- 
cisinn. It is expected that he will announces 
the court’s mind tomecrrow. 

Chief of Police Colbert was instructed by 
Mayor Taggart today to artest the street 
car company’s employés wherever a viola- 
tion could be observed. Colbert went out 
and himself dragged in a conductor for put- 
ting off a blind man. Mayor Taggart sum- 
moned President Mason of the company to 
headquarters and notified him of the orders 
sent to the police and quickly brought the 
street car President to his knees. Mason 
sent out road officers with instrucfions for 
conductors to accept three-cent fares when 
they couldn’t collect five cents. Many 
patrons continued to pay five, but as it be- 
came known that the company had tem- 
porarily knuckled down the five-cent pas- 
sengers rapidly decreased. In each cage 
where three cents is offered the conductor 
attempts to secure the passenger’s name for 
the purpose of intimidation. 

Company Knuckles Under. 

“We will abide by the Mayor’s orders,” 
said President Mason late this afternoon, 
“but we believe five cents is the legal fare, 
and will take three cents only from those 
who are willing to take their chances of 
prosecution for refusing to pay the legal 
fare.“ 

Many new cases for damages against the 
company were filed today. Some were for 
damages as high as $1,800, which shows the 
plaintiff had been forced to pay five cents 
eighteen times already since the new law 
went into effect. 

If the law should be held constitutional 
and all who were forced to pay five cents 
should bring suits for the statutory $100 
damages in each case, the judgments against 
the street railroad would be enough for one 
day to ekceed the value of the road by sev~- 
eral million dollars.

These bills got a large majority of the 
Senate. But to pass them over a veto two- 
thirds, or thirty-four, will be required. 
There were five absentees yesterday. The 
votes of all of them will be needed to make 
the two-thirds. But it is understood they 
are all against the bills. 

So, even if the House should be as recreant 
to its trust as the Senate has been, the field 
is not lost.

promised by the Republican party. we see not the 
slightest indication of any disposition to move in 
that direction. While all industries languish, 
while the gold dollar appreciates and the silver 
dollar is denied its natural economic function, 


| while a nation waits and suffers, tariff schedules 
are being revised for the exclusive benefit of the 


tax eaters. 

Here is the old, familiar perversion of 
the truth. The “free and unlimited coin- 
age of gold and silver” at the ratio of 16 
to 1, which is the ratio demanded by the au- 
thors of this address, is not bimetallism. 
It would be silver monometallism. For 
gold would not circulate and would not be 
coined under a law which gave 50 cents’ 
worth of silver the same debt-paying power 
as 100 cents’ worth of gold, The cheaper 
dollar would crowd out the better one, as 
it always does. 

The Republican party pledged itself to 
secure an international agreement regar@ 
ing silver if possible. But it did not prom- 
ise to work for an agreement based on the 
false assumption that sixteen ounces of 
silver are worth as much as one of gold. 
As lying or vicious a proposition as that 
would be rejected with contempt by every 
foreign nation. ; 

That which this address calls “ inde- 
pendent bimetallism” means the free 
coinage of silver by this country on the 
basis of 16 to 1. That would be silver mon- 
ometallism, and the new standard would 
be made to apply retroactively for cheating 
purposes to all existing contracts made 
and credits given under the gold standard. 

That proposition was voted down by 700,- 
000 majority of the whole people. If it were 
to be submitted again it would be defeated 
by a still heavier majority. For since elec- 
tion day hundreds of thousands of Demo- 
erats who voted for Bryan because they 
were blinded by partisan zeal have discov- 
ered the abominable dishonesty of the Chi- 
cago platform and have become convinced 
that the money policy it advocates would 
seriously damage directly three-fourths of 
the voters of the United States. 

What is the “ natural economic function 
| of silver ? As far as its monetary use is 
concerned, that function can only be to 
circulate for what it is worth commercially. 
But the free silverites never have asked Con- 
gress to make silver a legal tender for the 
payment of debts on the basis of its actual 
| value, They to have it made u legal 
tender for twice its worth and to have the 
law work .retroactively, so that existing 
contracts may be paid in half-value money. 

If “the gold dollar appreciates "* how is 
it that labor gets so many more grains of 
gold per day than it did when the country 
adopted the single gold standard in 1873? 
That is a question the free silverites never 
have answered and never will. 

In 1873 there were in the United States 
seven or eight million men, women; and 
boys who were working for wages. 
There are more than twice as many yow. 
Compare the wages of 1897 with those of 
1873 reduced to a gold basis and it will be 
seen that the former are very much the 
larger. Why? Evidently because the 
value of gold as measured by the true test 
of human labor has depreciated. 

Silver has depreciated, not because it 
has been denied its natural economic 
function,” but because of the oversupply 
and the reduced cost of production. The 
annual output has risen from 43 million 
ounces in 1873 to 175 million ounces in 
1895-6, while the cost of putting an ounce 
of silver in the market has fallen one-half, 
which accounts for its great depreciation 
in value. 

It is true that some “ industries lan- 
guish.” But that is because of the agita- 
tion and clatter kept up by the Bryanites 
for silver monometallism in spite of their 
defeat. They alarm all tlie cautious 
capitalists of the country. If the free sil- 
verites would abandon their warfare 
against the public credit all the industries 
which are languishing now would revive 
at once. 


THE BOARD OF PARDONS. 
Thursday the House ordered to a third 
reading the bill for the creation of a State 
Board of Pardons. This excellent measure 


was attacked vehemently by a captious, ill- 


tempered Democrat from Whiteside Coun- 
ty called Johnson. He asserted that“ Gov. 
Tanner had not the manhood and courage 
to do his duty under the Constitution and 
the board was nothing but a political af- 
fair.“ ;

OUR INHUMANITY TO CUBA. 

Nearly six weeks have passed since the 
Republican administration came into power, 
and yet it has done nothing in the Cuban 
matter except to request the release or 
civil trial of some Americans who have 
been placed under arrest by Weyler’s or- 
ders. It is not unnatural that the Ameri- 
can people are growing impatient as they 
contemplate thé inactivity of the govern- 
ment. The President is not carrying out 
the instructions of the national party plat- 
form. The Cuban plank says: 


From the hour of achieving their own independ- 
ence the people of the United States have regarded 
with sympathy the struggles of other American 
peoples to free themselves from European domina- 
tion. We watch with deep and abiding interest 
tha heroic battle of the Cuban patriots against 


cruelty and oppression, and our best hopes co out 
for the full success of their determined contest 
for liberty. The Government of Spain having lost 
control of Cuba, and being unable to protect the 
property or lives of American citizens, or to com- 
ply with its treaty obligations, we believe that the 
Government of the United States should attively 
use its influence and good offices to restore peace 
and give independence to the island. 


What has occurred in Cuba that can 
justify the administration in maintaining 
this policy of inactivity? The Government 
of Spain has not regained control of Cuba. 
On the contrary, since the adoption of this 
resolution it has lost still more of the area 
of the island. The Spanish army is cooped 
up in the Province of Havana and does not 
venture to go beyond its trocha. The in- 
surgents have regularly gained ground, and 
at last are in possession of an important 
seaport, from which the Spaniards have not 
been able to dislodge them. The Govern- 
ment of Spain is no more able to protect 
Americans than it has been at any time 
since the war began; on the other hand, it 
is pursuing Americans with such relentless 
cruelty that the State Department is kept 
almest constantly busy in demanding their 
release. The imperiling of American busi- 
ness interests has not ceased; on the con- 
trary, they are being crushed out relent- 
lessly, and almost daily the property of 
American citizens is destroyed. The Gov- 
ernment of Spain is not fulfilling its treaty 
obligations; on the contrary, it is systemat- 
ically and contemptuously violating them. 
The brutalities and savagery of Weyler 
and his army have not abated; on the con- 
trary, they have increased in merciless 
eruelty. Hospitals are attacked and the 
patients are killed. The towns of the peas 
ants are looted and destroyed. Non-com- 
batant men are dragged out and hacked to 
pieces in the presence of their wives. 
Women are arrested and subjected to the 
grossest indignities by Spanish officers and 
soldiers. Even girls and children are not 
spared. 

While this hellish work is going on the 
administration at Washington sits by and 
looks on without uttering even a protest. 
Why is it not actively using its influence 
to restore peace and give independence to 
Cuba, as it is pledged to do by its platform? 
Why is it that it has not even recognized the 
belligerent rights of the Cubans, when 
every one knows that a state of war exists 
and. has existed for the last two years? 
We can speak out bravely in condemnation 
of Turkish crnelty to distant Armenia, and 
we can as bravely condemn the selfish in- 
humanity of the great powers toward the far 
away Greeks and Cretans. Are we any less 
guilty when we coolly sit by and watch 
Spain’s inhumanity to Cuba at our very 
doors without even uttering a word of pro- 
test? 


TALK PLAIN ENGLISH FOR ONCE. 

Ex-Vice-President Stevenson states that 
he will accept the appointment tendered 
him as a member of the Monetary Commis- 
sion, and adds: 


I am a bimetallist. I regard the restoration of 
, Silver to its proper money function as the supreme 
question in our country and throughout the world. 


But what kind of a bimetallist is Mr. 
Stevenson? How does he define bimetal- 
lism? Is he a Jeffersonian bimetallist, 
holding that the commercial ratio must be 
made the legal ratio, so that gold and silver 
dollars may have the same intrinsic value! 
Or is he a Bryan bimetallist, holding that 
the gold dollar must he worth 100 cents and 
the silver dollar 50 cents, and the latter to 
have the same debt paying power as the 
former in the payment of contracts made 
when the 100-cent dollar was the only one 
in existence? 

The ex-Vice-President should have stated 
whether he is a 16 to 1 bimetallist—other- 
wise a silver monometallist—or a commer- 
cial ratio bimetallist, that ratio being now 
about 33 to 1. But he did not do so, be- 
cause he dislikes exceedingly to make any 
definite statement. He likes to remain in 
the fog, so that nobody can tell precisely 
where he stands. 

There are in the United States two kinds 
of bimetallists—the real and the sham bi- 
metallists. There was a majority against 
the latter last fall, counting together the 
McKinley and Palmer vote, of 750,000. 
The sham bimetallists, headed by Bryan 
and Altgeld, were beaten in Illinois by 
150,000 votes. Does Mr. Stevenson go on 
his mission intending to represent the ideas 
of a lost cause, or will he advocate that bi- 
metallism which Jefferson and Hamilton 
favored and sought to secure? 

Cannot Mr. Stevenson make an effort to 
overcome for once his inborn hatred of pre- 
cise, exact, specific language and let the 
people whom he is to represent on an im- 
portant mission know what he means when 
he declares: “I am a bimetallist ?

Boston Herald Dem.): The wool section of the 
Dingley bill seems to operate a hardship in what- 
ever light it is viewed. We fear. however, as we 
have before remarked, that it will be the hardest 
section to change. The votes of the Senators from 
the Western wool section of the country are neces- 
sary to pass the tariff, and they appear to regard 
high wool duties as their ultimatum. The time 
has come when protection is to be brought to 
bear to pinch New England manufacturers. 


Providence Journal (Rep.): Massachusetts boot 
and shoe manufacturers do not sit still when any- 
body talks about putting a duty on hides. They 
have arranged to send a delegation to Washington 
to prevent the Senate from inserting such an item 
in the Dingley bill, and they have already brought 
together a heap of arguments to prove that to 
give the farmer the benefit of such a tax will leave 
him badly off when he comes to buy shoes. But 
the farmer says that he doesn’t see why New 
England protests so much. 

“ Why is it not right and proper to put a duty 
on hides, even if the whole 70,000,000 people should 

be thereby made to pay more for their boots and 
shoes, harness, and other leather goods?’ asks 
the Philadelphia Ledger Und.). Why should 
not the people be made to pay and to suffer for 
the benefit of the grower of hides as well as for 
the advantage of the grower of wool? If 70,000,000 
people are to be shorn for the profit of the wool- 
growers, why should they not be also skinned 
for the gain of the cattle-raisers?’’ 


Detroit Tribune (Rep.): Grass matting. such 
as is imported in large quantites from China and 
Japan, is booked for a heavy duty in the Dingley 
tariff bill, but the reason for it does not appear. 
This is a product which does not compete with 
a domestic industry, unless it be with the carpet 
manufacturer. In the Southern States matting 
is preferred to carpets because it is not attacked 
by the numberless moths and other insects peculiar 
to the climate, and it does not become so saturated 
with dampness and mildew during the rainy sea- 
son. It is also used extensively in other parts 
of the country. The proposed tariff will undoubt- 
edly affect the price so that the matting trade 
will be greatly reduced in the Northern States. 6 


The Fur Seals Dispute—A Lesson in 
Arbitration with Great Britain: 


New York Sun: The proposal of Presi- 
demt McKinley’s administration to provide 
this year better rules than the ones arranged 
at Paris for the preservation of the fur seals, 
is received by the London newspapers with 
emphatic disapprobation. The Times is sur- 
prised and disappointed at the reopening 
of the subject, traces it to “the Amer- 
ican jingoes, and says that to ask for a re- 
examination of the Paris award sixteen 
months before the stipulated time would 
strike a very serious blow at the principle 
of arbitrat ion.“ The Pall Mall Gazette calls 
it “ amothes lesson on the weakness of arbi- 
tration’; the St. James’ Gazette finds it 
% complete demonstration of the hollow- 
ness of arbitration,” and the Globe, join- 
ing the other three newspapers, adds that 
Lord Salisbury will undoubtedly refuse to 
reopen the Bering Sea question before the 
prescribed date, or before Canada’s claims 
are satisfied, 

We commend these English views of the 
folly of international arbitration to the 
Senate, which is now considering a 
treaty of general arbitration with En- 
land. We commend them, also, to those in- 
dividuals and assemblages that have been 
denouncing Senators because they have re- 
fused to make such a treaty before applying 
to it the most careful safeguards, lest it 
should harm the interests of the country. 
Certainly arbitration is open to the attacks 
made upon it, as those London newspapers 
seoff at and reject it, if it alone stands in 
the way of accomplishing a most urgent 
international need, like the preservation of 
the fur seals. 

Let us look at the facts. The Paris tri- 
bunal laid down a set of rules designed to 
‘save these animals from extermination; it 
left England and the United States to ar- 
range the details, except that these rules 
must in any case be examined every five 
years, to see whether they ought to be mod- 
ified. At the end of the first year it became 
evident from the operation of the rules that 
they were wholly inadequate for their pur- 
pose. The second year made the menace 
to the seals still clearer, and the third 
showed the increase of ravages in the seal 
herd by extraordinary facts and figures. 

More than two years ago, on Jan. 23, 1896, 
Mr. Gresham notified Sir Julian Pauncefote 
of the deep feeling of solicitude ” aroused 
in this country regarding the future of the 
Pribylov seal herd. He said that the num- 
ber of skins landed in 1894 on the United 
States and British Columbia coasts was 
121,143, and that the total pelagic catch

The Silly, Humbug, Tory Cry of a Eu- 
ropean War. 

New York Post: Do you want a general 
European war?“ is the trump card of Salis- 
bury and Balfour.

Japan Going Over to the Gold Stand- 
ard. 


Japan’s action in going over to the gold 
standard has caused great searchings of 
heart among the English bimetallists. The 
explanation given by their organ, the Bi- 
metallist, illustrates Jowett’s famous asser- 
tion that logic is neither a science nor an 
art, but a dodge. Japan was enjoying tre- 
mendous advantages from the silver sitand- 
ard; everybody knew that except the Japan- 
ese. Hence the gold standard will be seri- 
ously weakened by the accession of a nation 
that does not know its own true interest. 
How long can a standard endure which only 
foolish peoples adopt? On the other hand, 
the silver standard becomes all the more 
convincing and inevitable as its adherents 
becomie reduced In numbers and more than 
ever certain that they are right. This is 
brave reasoning, but the Bimetallist itself 
distrusts it, for it finally blurts out the real 
reason for Japan’s change, which is that 
she wants to negotiate a loan in Europe and 
could not do it on the silver standard. There 
is nothing like trying to secure a loan to 
show you what the basis of creditis. And 
the loaning class is so suspicious and skep- 
tical. Here is the Argentine Republic com- 
ing out with a flourish to announce that it 
is going to resume payment of interest on 
its public debt a full year before it had 
agreed to. How is this noble action viewed 
by the moneyed class of England? Ina way 
to make one blush for human nature. The 
Economist coldly remarks: 

If the government were in possession of the 
necessary funds for this purpose the decision at 
which they have arrived would be satisfactory to 
the bondholders and creditable to themselves, but 
as they are certainly not in that position it is 
scarcely to be wondered at that the announcement 
has been regarded as a preliminary either to a new 
loan or to some other financial operation.

JAPAN'S GRIEVANCE AGAINST HAWAII. 


Legation at Washington Receives the 
Japanese Side of the Story of 
the Trouble.

Washington, D. C., April 16.—The Japanese 
Legation has received telegraphic advices 
from official sources in relation to the recent 
deportation from the Hawaiian Islands of a 
number of Japanese immigrants which do 
not agree with the accounts published in this 
country. 5 
According to these advices, out of 668 Ja p- 
anese passengers brought to Honolulu by 
the steamer Shinshin-Maru, 302 voluntary 
passengers and 146 contract laborers were 
sent back to Japan. The Hawaiian author- 
ities refused to allow these people to land, 
on the ground that the voluntary passengers 
had not $50 in gold each, as provided in the 
landing law, and because the contract labor- 
ers had not complied with. the provisions of 
the landing law in securing previous ap- 
proval of their contracts. 

The passengers petitioned the Supreme 
Court to set aside the decision of the Col- 
lector-General of Customs forbidding them 
to land, but the court refused on the ground 
that the decision of the Collector-General re- 
garding the landing of aliens was final. 

The Japanese Consul-General protested 
against this action on the ground that the 
exclusion of the voluntary immigrants was 
in violation of the treaty rights, whatever 
might be the case regarding the laborers. 

Yokohama, April 16.—The Japanese cruiser 
Noniwa will sail from this port for Hawaii 
tomorrow. Itis understood that the purpose 
of the government 1s to provide against con- 
tingencies which might grow out of the ex- 
isting dispute with Hawaii over the treaty 
authorizing immigration from Japan. 


Naval Militia Funds. 

Washington, D. C., April 16.—The Secre- 
tary of the Navy has just made the annual 
allotment of the fund of $50,000 appropri- 
ated by Congress for the naval militia of the 
States. Deducting $2,000 reserved for the 
purchase of text-books, the remainder of 
the appropriation is allotted among the 
States having naval militia organizations in 
proportion to the number of uniformed petty 
officers and men had on their rolls on the 
Ist of January last.

Sixteenth and Clark Streets—His 
Objection te the Present Ordinance 
Is It Restricts Yard Room and Dam- 
ages Valuable Property.

President Benjamin Thomas ot the Chi- 
cago and Western Indiana said yesterday 
he was ready to go ahead with track eleva - 
tion at Sixteenth street within a week if a 
practical plan was embodied in the city or- 
dinance. Objection to the present ordinance, 
he says, is based upon the fact that it will 
restrict the yard room of all railroads at 
that point, and that it damages valuable 
property. A plan, he says, can be devised 
that will do away with this objection. He 
states that the Western Indiana will abide 
by any practical plan. 

“We are ready to go ahead with track 
elevation as soon as any practical plun is 
outlined in the city ordinance,” said Mr. 
Thomas. “A good many plans have been 
prepared for abolishing the grade crossing 
at Clark street, nearly all of which have 
been satisfactory to the Western Indiana 
company. 

“Our objections to the one now under 
consideration, briefly stated, are as follows: 

“ First—The ordinance takes away from 
us a large amount of property, including 
the right of way on which our tracks are 
located and gives our right of way to an- 
other company. 

* Second—It orders us to take possession 
of the property of another corporation which 
they hold under contract for 900 years, and 
which is therefore the equivalent of a fee, 
and it is impossible for us to get possession 
either by purchase or condemnation. 

The property which this ordinance orders 
us to selze,“ continued President Thomas, 
is used for freight house and team track 
purposes and is extremely valuable. If we 
could forcibly take possession of it, the 
damages we would have to pay would be 
enormous. The change proposed would de- 
stroy standing-room for nearly 100 cars in 
the heart of the city, where the location of 
team track and freight-house business 
could not be more central or more valuable, 
and where it could not be duplicated. 

“The local facilities of the company re- 
ferred to are already inadequate, and the 
enormous damage which it would suffer 
can therefore be more readily appreciated 
and the opposition to the proposed plan by 
the Western Indiana more easily understood. 

“The record shows that we have assented 
to nearly all the plans that have been made, 
and that, instead of opposing the abolishment 
of the grade crossing at Clark street, we 
have worked earnestly to accomplish that 
most desirable result. : 

* There is no reason why a plan of elevation 
should. not be prepared within a week that 
would do no serious injury to any of the 
many interested roads. 

We want to abolish this grade crossing 
at Clark street. There are many ways by 
which it can be done without destroying val- 
uable property, and we are not only ready: to 
adopt any one of several plans that have 
been proposed, but any plan that will not de- 
stroy our facilities. 

„Any unbiased engineer or practical rail- 
road man will say the plan covered by the 
ordinance is utterly impracticable.”

August Riets, the husband of Mrs. Rietz, 
is a retired bumber merchant. He began life 
in Milwaukee in 1826 and came to Chicago 
shortly after the big fire and started in the 
lumber business at Central Park avenue and 
Bloomingdale road, which his sons, under 
the name of H. & A. Riets, still maintain. 
There are four sons—August Jr., Henry, 
Harry, Alexander—and three daughters— 
Mrs. Louis Matthei of Chicago, Mrs. Spring- 
er of Kansas City, and Mre. Lizzie Rah- 
manop of Chicago.
